***Spose we make dis free-handed 
ame.” This did not strike Mr. Gaston as 
ing the correct thing, and as soon as he 


got his aristocratic yellow nose to the 
proper elevation he grunted: :

lace, or fo’ God, I smosh yo’,” and when 

jawkins refused to move, the waiter, who 
carried a small stick, smashed him over the 
head. This was too much for Hawkins, 
and, quicker than a _ flash, he let 
out with his left and brought Gaston to the 
floor, Hethen fellon him and proceeded 
to beat his face into a jelly. 

Gaston stood it until he found that his 
eyes were being closed, when he drew a 
small pistol from his pocket and let 
drive at Hawkins. The bullet struck 
him in the right arm just below 
the elbow and passed through the 
fleshy part. The second shot took effect in 
the left breast but did but little damage, as 
the ball glanced off on the suspender and 
only made a little scratch.

SOME PECULIAR FEATURES. 


Large Sums Transferred to Dr. A. 

S. Shorb and His ‘Wife With- 

out Consideration —.Very~ 
Serious Charges. 


This is, indeed, a queer world and in it 
are many curious characters. ‘To illustrate 
this fact and to demonstrate that it is true, 
it is but necessary to look into the compli- 
cations that surround the adjudication of 
the estate of a citizen who died here re- 
cently leaving behind him $150,000 worth, 
or thereabouts, of earthly goods. 

On the 19th day of August Daniel J. 
Harris, a widower, departed tbis life in Los 
Angeles. Lie had always been rated as an 
eccentric character. He died a widower 
and left no issue. But he did leave an 
estate vaiued at $150,000, 
After his burial, and on the 25th day of 
August, D. W. Fieid, Public Administrator, 
hied an application with . the County Clerk, 
asking that letters testimentary issue to 
him, Un the same day he als» filed a _peti- 
tion asking that he be appointed speciai ad- 
ministrator, in order to prevent the estate 
of the deceased, D. J. Harris, from being 
damaged or injured in any way. The 
species appointmeut as prayed for by Mr. 
ield was granted on the same day the 
petition was presented, and on Septem ber 
5th regular letters testimentary for the 
estate were issued to him. 

It seems that during the lifetime of Dan- 
iel J. Harris he was neither noted or famous 
for his benevolence or for a generous heart. 
Yet within one bour after his death Dr. A. 
S. Shorb appeared at the Los Angeles 
County Bank with acheck drawn in favor 
of himseif by Harris for $5994. The pay- 
ment of the check was refused. Not only 
this, but further itis alleged that about two 
days prior tohis death Harris indorsed to 
Mattie L. Shorb a certificate of 

8 

certificate being apparently properly in- 
dorsed was deposited in the Los Angeles 
County Bank, sent through for collection to 
the Seattie bank and paid, 
Public Administrator Field, in examining 
into the affairs of the estate and in looking 
over the papers in connection therewith, 
became convinced that there was some- 
thing that perhaps might not be all right. 

Dr. Shurb, it seems, had been a close 
friend of the deceased Harris, had also been 
his medical advisor, and was present and 
attended upon him during his last moments 
On earth. 

- Upon examination, Mr. Field found that 


the estate comprised, among ofher things, 


the followiug inventory, which he made and 
which is now a part of the court record: 

One lot on Main street between Sec- 
ond and Third street......... $ 
One lot on ‘T'wenty-seventh street.... 
One lot on Girard street... .......... 
County property......... 
Mortgage on Robart’s biock......... 10, 


Mortgage A. 8. Shorb property....... 4,000

Mr. Field also found that Harris left be- 
hind four heirs-in-law, two brothers, a sister 
andanephew. Their names are Edward 
Harris, George Harris, Maggie Harris, 
brothers and sister respectively, and Ben- 
jamin Harris, a nephew, ail rgsidents of 


lsiand, New York, 

When the $25,000 certificate of deposit 
and the check for $5994 were taken out the 
value of the estate was rather diminished, 
not to speak of several notes which the 
deceased Harris held against the Shorbs. 

It was evident that the absent heirs 
needed some protection in a legal way. 
Therefore, on September Sth, George 
Holton was appointed attorney for two of 


the absent heirs and Scott & Lee 


were a 
pointed. att@rneys for the . other 
order that their rights might be protected. 

As time went on the suspicion that all 
was not right as far as the estate and its 
were concerued became well 
grounded. 

Therefore on the 13th of September Pub- 
lie Administrator Field filed a petition with 


‘the County Cierk, a complaint of conce |- 


ment of the estate of D. J. Harris, deceased. 
ln. this complaint Mr. Field set up and al- 
leged that at the time of the deat the 
deceased Harris, Dr. A.S. Shorb was attend- 
ing upon him, that just prior to his death he 
had on deposit in the Los Angeles County | 
Bank about $6000; that Harris desired to 
transfer the money to some other bank; 
that he was too weak and illto make the 
transfer himself, and therefore de- 
livered to A. 8S. Shorb a_ check for 
$5994; that this check was not presented at 
the bank until one hour after Harris’s 
death, when payment was refused; that the 
check is in the hands of A. 8S. Shorb, and 
properly belongs to the estate of the de- 
ceased. 

The petition further alleges that on May 
18, 1899, Harris loaned to Mathe L, Shorb, 
wife of A. 8S. Shorb, $500, for which he took 
her note; thaton July 3, 1890, he loaned to 


| A. S. Shorb $1288.25, for which he took his 


note; that at the time of the death of the de- 
cedent the pipers were among others in 
their proper place. 

Butnow comes the startling statement in 
the petition, which is to the effect that the 
petitioner believes that Shorb took into his 
possession after Harris’s death a large 
amount of personal property, deeds, con- 
veyances, bonds and contracts, and that he 
still retains some of them. 7 

In proof of this fact, Mr. Field in his pe- 
tition recites the fact that after Harris’s 
death he made a demand on Shorb for some 
of the pees, and they were turned over to 
him. But the check for $5994 and the note 
of Mathe L. Shorb was not among the in- 
struments received. 

In his petition Mr. Field further set up 
and alleged that all the papers, checks, etc. 
thatHarris turned over to Shorb were merely 
in trust, and not otherwise, 

In closing the petitioner asks that A. S. 
Shorb and Mattie L. Shorb be cited toa 
pear before Superior Judge Clark to 
examined as to what they know about the 
matter. 

The consequence was that on September 
16th, in response to the petition, Judge 
Clarke issued an order for Dr. Shorb and 
wife to appear on the 19th and be examined. 

On the day set both the doctor and his 
wife appeared, and their depositions were 
taken down in shorthand by the court re- 
porter. According to the testimony given, 
Mrs. Shorb received @ fee simple gift of 
$25,000 at the hands of D. J. Harris, a man 
who had the reputation of being miserly 
and niggardiy and whe had never before 
given away a dollar in his life, that is of 
record. Dr. Shorb for medical services and 
out of gratitude and friendship received the 
handsome sum of $5994 in cash. 

The depositions have not yet been trans- 
cribed by the court reporter, but it is under- 
stood they furnish some very interesting 
reading matter. 

A few days ago George M. Holton, attor- 
ney for the absent heirs, endeavored to as- 


cate of deposit for $25,000 was issued. A 
telegram sent to Seattle brought the reply 
that from that end of theline the informa- 
tion could not be secured. 

Mr. Holton then endeavoured to ascertain 

from John E. Plater, of the Los An- 
geles County Bank, from what Seattle bank 
the certificate of deposit had been collected.

It is the middle of October, and yet the 
bright and blue and sunn 
ing above our semi-tropi land, There is 
no hint of frost or decay. Nature looks 
young and fair, and greets us with the 
Sweet breath of opening blossom and ripen- 
ing fruits. 

But the careless wanderer through this 

section does not dream of the abounding 


fruitfulness that is, even now in these late | fi 


October days, sending in its ripening har- 
vests, nér of the abundance that has been 
garnered for use. 


Come with me, gentle readers, and we 
will visit the Agricultural Fair which is 
now open at the Chamberof Commerce, 
It is a little world in miniature and a most 


emphatic epitome of the productions of this 
section. 


it isan attractive picture that greets us 
as We ascend the broad stairway and enter 
the hall. The great skylight in the center 
is adorned with brauches of the fan palm, 

d siender boughs of cypress. Beneath 
them are huvg gracefully hanging festoons 
of evergreen, extending across the room 
from gallery to gallery. Great branching 
banana piants, beneath which hang large 
clusters of ripening fruit, spread their 
drooping boughs abovs the long tables, 
Pampas plumes and long ribbons of éver- 
—= depend trom the sides uf the galleries. 

merous Ofange trees line the aisies along 

- the fruit-laden tables. Four long tables ex- 
tend the length of the hali, two on either 
side, covered with an infinite variety of 
fruits and vegetabies. Aguinst the walls 
are stationary tables, with sloping tiers of 
shelves above them, all fruit-tiled and rich 
in their abundant and varied exhibits. 

There are pyramids of apples, and of 
wine and honey; miniature hillucks of lus- 
cious grapes, a cypress-wreathed temple 
filled with canned and fresh fruits; glow- 

‘ing walls and boxes of dried fruits and 
great banks of tempting canned fruits. 

Upthe central aisie, and near the door a 
sparkling fountain plays, set round with 
rare plants and with lilies in its pool. Be- 
yond it the yellow pumpkins gleam as if 
they had caught the summer’s goid and had 
rested not day nor night in their 
lusty growth. Two hundred and twenty- 
five pounds does the largest marked ove 
weigh, while near it do the squashes lift 
their green sides, hardly tess in size and 
plumpuess. The giant stalks of corn lift 
their heads to the galleries, and the tall to- 
bacco plants rise above the open doorways, 
It is not the season of citrus fruits, and the 
stranger induiging in the fallacy that South- 
ern California’s horticuitural wealth 
is almost wholly embraced within the 
limits of citrus growth, would be 
taken wholly by surprise by the displ y 
presented. It 1s a picture representing 
patient industry and large returas; wide 
experiments and successful results; an epit- 
ome of the land where the home of plenty 
is always full to overflowing and all growth 
is on a mammoth scale, 

“] am surprised at this exhibit,” re- 
marked a lady, as she threaded her way up 
the long aisles between the fruit-laden 
tabies, ‘“{t is late in the season for decid: 
uous fruits, and too early for citrus fruits, 
yet [ could hardly conceive of a display 
more complete than this, Did you ever see 
such apples, such magnificent pears, such 
grapes, beans, potatves and pumpkins?” 

Ah, but that is not all, my dear madam; 
here are splendid figs,such as the mer- 

-,»» Chants of Smyroa would not disdain; huge 
* bunches of ripening. bananas, big, heavily- 
laden date-branches; corn and. wine and 
lcious, . blackberries; 
swhoerries like those of midsummer days; 
unes, chilis’ and nuts, Piums there are, 
\ of several varieties, and tempting can- 
- ™ taloupes and melons, with rye, wheat, peas, 
nuts, Walnuts, cocoons, Carrots, oranges, 
emons, jlimes, squashes, from the 
tless belt of the-Cahuenga foot-hill, and 
all grown without irrigation. And in ad- 
dition there are the quinces from that sec- 
tion, the French prunes and guavis, the 
tempting-looking “New Pacific figs,” as 
white as the best Smyrnas and boxed ready 
for market. ‘There are some, too, in their 
fresh state, which look exceedingly tempt- 


ing. 

Fen among the exhibits from this sec- 
tion are piles of plump red tomatoes, and- 
mammoth sugar-beets, anda fine specimen 
of broom corn, 

The display of dried and canned fruits, 
putup by Mr. Baker of Pasadena attracts 

general attention, There are canned 
peaches, plums, olives, pears, tomatoes, or- 
anges, limes, grapes, prunes, figs, jellies of 
all kinds, and dried fruits of all varieties. 
By a process of his own the ripest, or other- 
wise waste fruits, are dried and pressed into 
thin sheets hardly thicker than paper, so 
that youcan purchase your dried fruits 
by the square foot or yard. By this 
means all the flavor of the fresh fruit is re- 
tained, and it is sure to be much sought 
after. “See those different-colored silk 
handkerchiefs in those tall glass cases,’’ 
exclaimed one individual to another— “I 
wonder what they are on exhibition for?” 

An inspection of those “silk handker- 
chiefs’ disclosed the fact that they were 
not kerchiefs at all, but sheets of fruit dried 
after the Baker process, 

Some marvelously fine onions are exhib- 
ited, with Hubbard tquashes, almonds, cu- 
cumbers, alfalfa, white corn, pears weigh- 
ane 8 pound or more, fine soft-shell walnuts 
and almonds, etc.. Nowhere can a better 
display of cheeses be produced than those 
manufactured in our outiying towns, 

The display of eiont fruits is very 
tempting, and the demand for these in our 
eastern markets willincrease as they be- 
come better known, 

_ Westminister makes a rare display of 
fine apples. Among thesethere are some 
eighteen or twenty varieties, numbering

imagination to New England orchards; the 

Nick-a-jack; Smith’s Order, a fine fruit;

The honey in the comb is the best that the 
most aristocratic bee ever made, 

A most unique and peculiar plant from 
the garden of Mrs, Shepherd, the Ventura 
florist,.is upon this table. Itis called ‘The 
Old Man.” Ithas a thick stem or body 
which enlarges at the top, and from this 
larger portion grows a perfect resembiance 
of long, straight gray hair. On-lookers 
could scarcely believe that it was anything 
else. It is a curiosity. ; 

Most of the towns of Los Angeles county 
are represented at the fair, and the general 
exhibit from all sections is better than was 
anticipated. 

J. A. Way of Pomna has charge of the 
exhibit made by the National Hose Coup- 
ling Comp ny, a company recently or- 
ganized at Pomona The exhibit embraces 
samples of various sizes of the national 

coupling, from three-quarter inch, 
used on lawns to two and  one-naif 
inches, used for fire departments. I[t is’ 
claimed for the coupler that connections 
are made almost instantaneously. The 
lawn sprinkler isa great improvement. It 
is asserted that it takes but one-third as 
much pressure to run it as is reguired by 
the sprinkler generally in use by the public. 

It is impossible to take in the whole fair 
in a single~sketch. The art and curio 
rooms are full of interest, andthe depart- 
ments representing our various manufac- 
tures are worthy of more extended men- 


tion. 

The number of visitors through the day 
was not large, yet the exhibits are deserv- 
ing of close study.

Another graud racing day greeted the 
lovers of horse-racing yesterday afternoon 
at the race track. The day was superb, 
not alone froma weather standpoint but 
from a racing view as well. Every 
event was closely contested. Everybody 
was out for the stuff, and asa result every- 

dy was satisfied. The talent met a 
Waterloo yesterday. They had a surething 
on every race and then money went into the 
pool box as though it wasall over but the 
shouting. The short-enders, those who 
always play the field, and there are a 
number in Los Angeles, jumped onto the 
talent and nearly broke them. One prom- 
inent racing stable is reported to have lost 


over $2000 on one race alone, The know- 
ing ones who had the ood 
things, or at least thought they had, 


stayed manfully with theirtips and plunged 
heavily on every race ina scramble to get 
even. The best horse won in every event, 
however, and it was the best day’s sport for 
a long time past onthe track. ‘The surprise 
of the day was the second running race, a 
mile anda quarter dash.’ The taient had 
Rico, Senator RKose’s horse, Gown as a sure 
winner, and the way they plunged on him 
was a caution to betters. 

The Foster stables had a good thing 
corked up in Naicho B, and when they un- 
bottled it the talent got adressing down 
they won’t be apt to forget in a hurry. 
Naicho won the race at the cumfortable odds 
of 12 tol,in the very fast time of 2:08%4, 
three-quarters of a second behind the State 
record, which is 2:0744, made by Ed McGin- 
nis at Fresno last year, andthe second fast- 
est mile and a quarter ever run in the State. 
As Naicho B is a local horse, his great vic- 
tory WaS a very popular one, and the horse 
and his game little rider, Roach, received 
an ovation after the race.

The Police Commissioners met @n the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon, with 
Commissioner Lewis in the chair and Com- 
missioners Bryson and Dexter present. 

THE CHINESE MATTER, 

Chief Glass presented the following com- 
munication, which was read by the clerk: 

To the Honorable Bourd of Police Com- 
missioners: GENTLEMEN—In the Evening 
Express of October 10th, 1590, appears a let- 
ter from the attorneys, Wells, Guthrie & 
Lee, which refleets on the police depart- 
ment by openly asserting that the police 
prosecute Chinesé gawes and allow white 
games torun unmolested. This isa serious 
charge, and as it is my duty to suppress 
gambling, by your orders and asa public of- 
Rial, I calle on Messrs, Wells, Guthrie & 
Lee and requested thein to please give me 
information where this gambiing was car- 
ried on, so I might proceed against them 
and suppress the same. Attorney (ruthrie 
said he “knew nothing about the matter ex- 
cept he had read 1t.”” He was absent at 
Norwalk in a case against our officers when 
the letter was publisbed. Attorney Wells 
said he had written itand it wasa little 
strong. I again requested him to inform 
me where lL could tind these games that 
were contrary to law, admitting that 
“straight” poker games were continually 
played. Iassured him that I would prose- 
cute all unlawful gambling, but poker 
was construed a8 a game of sci- 
ence by our Superior courts. He said 
he did not know of any “‘faro being played,” 
nor any other game of hisown kKuvowledge, 
but insisted that the poker-players could be 
prosecuted. The legal advice that I have 
on the subjest is that they might be prose- 
cuted but not convicted, as such cases have 
been tested time and again. | think it 
strange that respectable attorneys rush into 
print and hold the police department up to 
scorn because law-breakers are their clients, 
and are being prosecuted by the police ac- 
cording to law. These same clients are 
Chinese gamblers, and only study how to 
evade our laws and escape punishment, 
and this firm of reputable lawyers take 
the word of the Chinese culprits, and pub- 
lish such letters as referred to, which places 
the police department in a faise position 
before the public. I very respectfully call 
your attention tothe letter published and 
ask your careful consideration and investi- 
gation of the matter.

complaint against the officers, and of the 
District Attorney refusing; nordo we know 
of their ever having zone to any magistrate 
in this city (and certainly we never did,) 
0 of their being refused. ‘I'he facts are 
these: 

Some of the police force have been in the 
habit, whenever they saw fit, to zo into the 
various houses and shops in Chinatown, 
and if a door was locked, to break it down 
and burst it open, until the annoyance in 
certain localities became so intolerant that 
they came to our firm and employed us to 
protect them in their homes and their 
rights. 

A few dys since, in the middle ot the 
day, an officer went to a business house in 
Chinatown, and knocking at a door in the 
house, received no response, He tried the 
door and found it locked,. He went back 
and procured another officer, when they 
came in with axes, anda Chinaman came 
and unlocked the doer, There was an 
empty room, with a table, a bench and some 
other furniture, The officers deliberately 
went to work and smashed the door into 
fragments, cut the casings off, broke the 
table, smashed the bench, and did general 
damagein the room, and the room, after 
they were through, looked more as if it had 
been struck by lightning than anything else 
we can compare it to, the officers saying, 
“We will show you.” ) 7 

Now, if these acts can bg done by officers 
who claim to maintain the law, what right 
has a citizen to expect? A more outrageous 
piece of business never was committed un- 
der the guise of law. 
to any such conduct. An officer has no: 
right to break open any door unless he has 
a warrant to apprehend for a felony, and 
believes, or has. reason to believe, that the 
person is in hiding behind said door. Ifa 
misdemeanor is committed in the presence 
of the officer and the person flies and hides 
behind a door,he then has the right to break 
said door for the purpose of arresting the 
offender without warrant, but not other- 
wise. 

These are the facts, and our connection 
with the case, and we ask, what right a cit- 
izen has that an officer is bound to respect? 
There was no fan tan plaved In the room, or 
is there any evidence that any game had 
ever been played there; it was a private 
room belonging tothe storekeeper and his 
family. 1f a Chinaman’s door can be broke 
down, why not any white man’s? ° 

We have invoked the law to correct this 
wrong, to see that the officers do not engage 
in that kind of pastime. If they find any 
advantage ig arresting Chinese for playing 


fan tan, and permitting white gambling | 


games torun, we have nothing to say; but 
officers must obey the law as well as indi- 
vidual citizens, They are no higher than 
itself.

substantially the facts as set forth in his 
written report.

people, is to appeal to the Irish race 
and all friends of Ireland in America 
for support for the struggle which the 
Irish people are making to protect 
their lives, homes and liberty against 
the combined forces of coercion, land- 
lordism and misgovernment, and to 
advance the cause which has for its 
goal the establishment of native legis- 
lature in Dublin, which will enable the 
Irish people to govern themselves and 
develop the resources of their. country 
and the Irish nation, to fulfill the des- 
tinyJof which her sons believe yas 
e delegates will, said Gill, tell 
the story of how that struggle is being 
carried on, both on the soil of Ireland 
and in spreading the home rule pro- 
paganda the electorate of 
Great Britain. They will explain the 
dircumstances under which syndicates 
of Tory capitalists have conspired with 
the coercion government and the 
Irish landlords with a special view of 
exhausting the pecuniary resources of 
the national struggle. The delegates 
will appeal for the support of all who 
can indorse their position, and are 
willing, if only in the interests of fair 
play, to prevent Ireland from being 
handicapped in the struggle for want 
of those sinews of warsher wealthy en- 
emies can command without limit. The 
delegates confidently look to the peo- 
ple of their own race in America to as-

Herd Fate of the Sierra 
Leone Missionaries. 


They Believed in Faith Cure and Re- 
fused Medical. Aid. 


The Governor Declares Such Mission- 
aries a “Public Danger.” | 


The Remnant of the Party will Start 
for the Interior Without 
Guides — Further Expedi- 
tions Discouraged.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.|—The British Minister 
has transmitted to the Department of 
Statea letterfrom the’ Governor of 
Sierra Leone, enclosing a _ report 
from Colonial Surgeon Ross, at 
Freetown, regarding the case of the 
American missionaries, about whom 
various stories have been told. A 
party consisting of Mr. Kingman and 
wife, Miss Dick and Messrs. Helmick, 
Jaderquist, Codding, Tryce (colored,) 
Gates and Harries, arrived last Febru- 
ary. They began at once to live in 
native fashion, hoping thus to gain 
the confidence of the natives. 

In July, Kingman informed Surgeon 
Ross that Gates and Harries had died. 
No doctor had been summoned be- 
cause the whole party were strong be- 
lievers in the faith cure. Dr. Ross, on 
investigation found that the deaths were 
caused by tropical fever, an extremely 
Inalignant disease. Mrs. Kingman he 
found to be in the last stages, and she 
died despite his efforts to save her. 
He removed Tryce to the hospital, 
where he eventually recovered. 

Kingman came down himself, but 
reiused to receive medical aid until 
the doctor threatened to isolate the 
house and send the rest of the party 
back to America, on the ground that 
they were a danger to the community. 
He then consented to be treated, and 
recovered,

A 
stone wall parallel with their course sep- 
arated the two battalions, and across their 
pathway was the Fifteenth Alabama, regi- 
ment, another Confederate command, that 
faced about and wheeled out of line to re- 
sist the cavalry. When Farnsworth saw 
what he had in his front, and caught 
sight of the re-enforcements given to 
him by the First battalion, he lifted 
his sword on high as_ he rode, 
and by this silent yet magnetic 
signal ordered a grand charge to cut the 
way out. It was the boldest and most des- 
perate deed to be conceived of. There were 
no more thafi fifty men in the two parties. 
Both battalions had lost heavily in the 
ride, and detachments from each had gone 
their own way to safety. The Fifteenth 
Alabama was disputing their advance; the 
Fourth Alabama was behind them, and 
along their left, between them and their 
friends on Big Round Top,were half a dozen 
Confederate commands ready in line. The 
Vermonters rushed upon the Alabamians 
savagely. The latter held their fire and 
called to the riders to surrender. The re- 
sponse would beasaber stroke followed 
by an answering bullet. Capt. Parsons, 
whose story of this fight is the fullest ac- 
eount ever printed, was shot from his 
horse, with the rifle muzzle held at his 
breast and while he was trying to saber 
the man who held it. 

Farnsworth kept the lead in this bloody 
race with fate, and with half a dozen men 
was hewing his way toward the Union 
lines when he fell exhausted from the loss 
of blood from five wounds. With the ruling 
passion raging high, and hissaber raised as 
if to cleave some foeman’s skull, he fell and 
lay outstretched—dead when he struck the 
earth. All of his wounds were mortal, and 


thus he was five times slain before nature 
the hero’s life. Capt. Cushman, 
of the First Vermont, fell with Farns- 


worth, but his wound was in the face, and 
he fought on, like a hound, with his revol- 
ver until he fainted. Desperation seemed 
to have seized upon every man in the 
charge. Privates followed the leaders at 
every turn, shouting, “Iam with you.” 
The casualties in the charging column 


numbered sixty-five. One hundred Con- [ 


federate prisoners were taken from among 
those who attempted to stop the horsemen 
at the outposts on the return. 

The charge was a success, so far as the 
carrying out of orders was concerned. It 
created a diversion in favor of a counter 
charge by Meade from Cemetery Ridge 
after Pickett’s failure. It threw the en- 
emy on Lee’s right into confusion, drew 
regiments out of line there, thus weaken- 
ing the opposition to the Union troops on 
Round Top. In brief, the lines of Long- 
street were pierced, and had the move 
ment -been followed up by a sharp 
Union-attack at-the Round Tops and Dev- 
i’s Den Lee’s right would have been 
turned. Farnsworth and his gallant three 
hundred bravely performed the marvelous 
work that was cut out for them.
